WASHINGTON; Feb. 4 (AP)— 
The United States has laid down 
new and stricter termes for settie- 
ment of the dispute with Russia 
over Berlin currency; diplomatic 
sources said today. 

The terms, in a proposal sub- 
mitted to a United Nations group 
of experts, provide for continued 
circulation of western marks in 
the western sector of the city 
pending the outcome of efforts to 
restore four-power rule. Soviet 
marks would continue to circulate

The tidelands quitclaim bill 
would renounce federe! “claim” to 
the nation’s coastal belt, despite 
the ruling of the Supreme/ Court, 
thus permitting private oll opera- 
tors to continue to exploit the oil 
resources in the marginal sea 
under liberal state permits.

Moss told Randolph the com- 
pany had made some exploration“ 
of the possibilities of a zone fare 
system and was continuing these 
studies. 

The theory of zone fares is good, 
he testified, but there are prob- 
lems of considerable importance 
involved, such as the mechanics of 
fare collection, determination of 
proper zone boundaries, slowing 
down of service through extra fare 
collections, which makes riding 
less attractive to ers, and 
avoidance of discrimination in the 


zone rules. 

Randolph’s questions clearly 
were favorable to the idea of a 
zone system. Moss said a few 
other large cities had some zone 
arrangements. Other questions by 
Randolph dealt with the desir- 
ability of holding business of 
“short-haul” riders, who might be 
turned away by higher fares. Moss 
was unable to suggest where the 
line might be drawn on fares to 
retain such passengers. 

A 12-cent cash fare now, which 
is one company proposal, probably 
does not seem much higher to 
people than the 8%-cent price 
formerly obtained for tokens, 
Moss suggested, with reference to 
general rises in prices. 

In answer to another question 
by Randolph, Moss said the com- 
pany had studied the effect of a 
fare structure consisting of a 10- 
cent cash fare and elimination of 
all forms of passes except student 
passes. Such a schedule, he re- 
lated, was estimated to yield gross 
additional revenue of $570,000 or 
less than a fifth of the yield 
under the increases actually being 
sought by the company.

St. Louis Public Service Co. has fancy ideas 
about the style in which it should be supported. 

It claims the right to earn a profit amounting 
to $202,500 a year on organization and pro- 
moter’s expenses incurred 50 years ago. These 
expenses were wiped out many times over in 
the transit system’s subsequent ° bankruptcies. 
Even if this were not so, the present owners 
have been lavishly compensated in the marked 
climb in the value of their stock and the gener- 
ous dividends it has paid. 

The company claims that nearly $15,000,000 
in depreciation funds is beyond the reach of 
the Missouri Public Service: Commission. It 
contends that this money was contributed by in- 
vestors. It was actually drawn from fares paid 
by patrons of the system. Jf the company suc- 
ceeds in getting what it calls a fair return on 
this money, the stockholders would come in for 
an eZtra profit of $1,086,000 a year which could 
not be taken into account in limiting the fares 
to be charged to the public. : 

The company wants to be allowed to earn 
7% per cent on $1,500,000 of working capital. 
Actually, the working capital need is limited, 
because the company takes in its receipts before 
it pays its bills. If it needed extra cash, a 
corporation with its recent earnings record 
could borrow it in the call-money market for 
1 or 2 per cent. Even if it had to pay 3 per cent, 
and even if it had to borrow the whole $1,500,- 
000, the interest cost: would be only $45,000 a 
year. The company claims the right, however, 
to tax its patrons $112,500 a year for this pur- 
The company’s idea of a 744 per cent return 
on its proposed rate base is also interesting.

The great difficulty faced by Republican 
leaders at their meeting at Omaha was 
that neither the statistics of the 1948 elec- 
tion nor the lessons of history answered 
definitely the question: “Does the G.O.P.

The conservatives had an answer to each 
piece of statistical evidence adduced by the 
\ liberals from the 1948 election: 

Item: Dewey received 189 electoral votes, 
almost twice as many as in 1944, more 
than twice as many as Willkie in 1940, 
more than 20 times as many as Landon 
(conservative) in 1936, more than three 
times as many as Hoover (conservative) in 
1932.

NLIKE the fox, the sable or 
other fur-bearing animals 
whose pelts are named after 
— there is no animal which 
rs the name “ermine,” unless 
erroneously, by extension from the 
popular name of its own fur. 
“Ermine” is found in Old 
French, from which it was taken 
over into English to name the fur 
which goes with royal purple.

South was not exactly Conserva- 
tive when he jumped to five clubs 
over his partner’s noncommittal 
diamond response, but perhaps he 
knew what he was doing. 

West laid down the spade king, 
East played the deuce. South 
said later that he had considered 
false-carding by playing the queen, 
to discourage a spade continuation, 
but, as it happened, no subterfuge 
attempt was needed. West, follow- 
ing his partner’s implied demand, 
shifted immediately to a low heart 
—and that was all South required! 
Winning with the heart jack, he 
riskei three rounds of diamonds, 
discarding his spade queen, and 
when that maneuver went off 
nicely, he could well afford to 
lead trumps and give East his 
trump ace. 

Some readers may feel that West 
was responsible for this outcome 
because of his failure to cash a 
second spade trick, but this view 
would be completely at variance 
with the fact. East’s play of the 
spade deuce on the opening lead 
was inexcusable. He knew—West 
did not know—that he (Hast) 
could not stand a shift to either 
diamonds or hearts, and certainly, 
if East discouraged a spade con- 
tinuation, his partner would 
scarcely shift to trumps! Thus, 
holding the trump ace, East should 
have been extremely anxious to 
see his partner put down another 
high spade, if he could, and the 
way to see that was not to dis- 
courage a continuation! 

The play of a very low card by 
one defender does not merely deny 
a high card in the suit; by impli- 
cation, it announces the desire for 
a shift and the ability to support 
the right shift.
